ALARM AT TRIEST. 


Several Attempts to Blow Up 
Public Buildings With 
Bombshells. 


The Outrage Supposed to Be 
the Work of Italian 
Republicans. 


A Police Official Severely Weunded—De- 
velopments in the Wurtemburg Scandal 
—Hundreds of Arrests Made—A Courage- 
eus American Consul—Discevery of a 
Socialistic Conspiracy tn Rome—Signing 
of the Treaty of Peace Between Guata- 
mala and Salvader—Terrible Distress 
at Tokay—Germany and Labor Organi- 
zations—Foreiga News. 


TRIEST, Aug. 29.—A bomb shell was thrown 
into the office of the Chief of Police yesterday 
and exploded, smashing the door and win- 
dows and severely wounding the Secretary. 
It is surmised that this outrage is the work of 
some Italian Republicans who have their 
headquarters here and who strenuously and 
violently advocate the annexation of Triest 
to Italy, and the proclamation of an Italian 
Republic. The Austrian government is gen- 
erally considered to be treating those turbu- 
lent agitators with a leniency that amounts to 
absolute weakness. 

ANOTHER BOMB FOUND. 

After the explosion of a bomb in the door- 
way of the police headquarters last evening a 
fuse attached to another bomb was found 
burning at the railway depot. It was discov- 
ered in time to permit of its being removed 
before an explosion occurred. The city is 
greatly excited over the events, and the more 
nervous of the people are apprehensive of a 
repetition of the ominous occurrences. 


Minister Mizner’s Telegram, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Ang. 29.—Acting Seo- 
retary Wharton to-day received a telegram 
from Minister Mizner at Guatemala through 
Minister Ryan at Mexico City, dated the 28th 
inst., as follows: 

„Went again to Acajulata in Salvador on 
Monday with three of the diplomatic corps. 
Met Provisional President with several hun- 
dred leading men of the Republic. Basis of 
peace explained, slightly modified, accepted 
and signed by Gen. Ezeta. Returned here 
(Guatemala) yesterday afternoon, when 
Guatemala also accepted and signed. Both 
parties have been officially notified to retire 
their armiesin forty-eight hours and to re- 
dace them to peace footing in eight days. This 
establishes peace in Central America.’’ 

Acting Secretary Wharton said he regarded 
this as a satisfactory settlement of the trouble. 


The Treaty of Peace Signed. 


GUATEMALA, Aug. 29.—The treaty of peace 
has been signed by President Ezeta of Sal- 
vadorand submitted to the Salvadoran Con- 
gress. The termsare full independence for 
Salvador. No indemnity to be paid by either 
combatant. Their armies are to be dis- 
banded. 


Germany and Labor Organizations. 


LONDON, Aug. 29.—The German Government 
lately requested that copies of the rules and 
regulations of the International Labor League 
and Federation, and the Federation of All 
Trades and Industries be forwarded to it from 
London. In reference to this matter a com- 
munication has just been received by the off - 


cers of two amalgamated societies from the 


German Government, to the effect that in 
future the German Empire must be excluded 
from the scene of their operations and 
further, that any depots formed by them will 
be summarily suppressed and legal proceed- 
ings will be instituted against the leaders of 
these societies. A hint is also added to the 
effect that the British Government may possi- 
bly be asked to move in the matter. 


The Wurtemburg Scandal. 


Lonpon, Aug. 29.—The scandal recently un- 
earthed in Wurtemburg grows more serious 
asfurther developments are made. The po- 
lice have verified the existence of numerous 
societies formed for the purpose of mutual 
indulgencein all forms of the grossest vice. 
Hundreds of arrests have been made and 
public feeling at Stuttgart is greatly excited. 
The official inquiry into the matter is awaited 
with painful anxiety. The officers of the 
crack Uhlan regiments are among the per- 
sons implicated. The King refused to stifle 
the investigation despite the great pressure 


brought to bear upon him by the friends of 


the accused. 


A Courageous American Consul. 


ROME, Aug. 29.—The Sicilians are deeply in- 
censed at the American Consul in Palermo for 
warning visitors not to travel in the interior 
of Sicily because of the many audacious rob- 
beries which are constantly being committed 
by bandits. On the other hand, the Consul is 
being congratulated by the foreign residents, 
tourists, etc., who hope that his courageous 
actions will result ln measures being taken by 
the Itallan Government to bring about a safer 
condition of affairs on the island. 


Secialistic Conspirators in Rome. 


LONDON, Aug. 29.—A dispaten from Rome 
states that a big Socialistic conspiracy has 
been unearthed in that city. Concealed in 
the houses of workingmen belonging to secret 
societies the police have found bombs charged 
with powder and dynamite. Correspondence 
of a dangerous character with foreign Social- 
ists and Republican flags, intended to be used 
in case of an outbreak, were also found. 


Chinese Invaders. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 29.—Fifteen China- 
men arrived by steamer last week at Victoria, 
from San Francisco where they had been re- 
fused a landing. They say they will work 
their way across the Sound inte Washington 
and thence South to their original destination 
in San Franofeco. Within the last month or 
so a large number of Chinese have arrived at 
Victoria from which point they lay their plans 
tor smuggling themselves into the United 
States.

Terrible Distress at Tokay. 


VIENNA, Aug. 29.—Terriblé stories of distress 
are pouring in from Tokay where the fire is even 
now not extinguished. Heartrending scenes 
are of constunt occurrence, and an offisial 
appeal has been made for aid for 6,000 people, 
who are without food or shelter. Men, women 
and chileren are constantly running about the 
desolated streets wringing their hands and 
calling on Heaven for help. 


The Re-Colonization of Palestine, 


Lonpon, Aug. 29.—The movement for the 
re-colonization of Palestine has received an 
impetus bythe revival ofthe anti-Semitic 
la ws in Russia. Hundreds of families of Russian 
Hebrews are arranging to emigrate to Jerusa- 
lem to eseape persecution. Funds have been 
started m several towns to aid the poorer He- 
brews to carry out this plan. 


The Boulanger “‘Revelatiens.’’ 


PARIS, Aug. 29.—If reply to the appeal of 
M. Thebaud, asking him to answer the charge 
made by the Figaro that while he was holding 
a command in the French army he negotiated 
with Prince Jerome Napoleon with a view to 
the election of a President of France by un- 
versal suffrage, Gen. Boulanger has author- 
ized M. Thebaud to answer the charge made 
by the paper. 


Dominion Doings. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 29.—Sir John 
Thompson, Minister of Justice, returned here 
from England yesterday. He says the Bebr- 
ing Sea question is attraeting attention in En- 
gland among all classes. Sir John is in favor 
of arbitration of this question. In regard to a 
copyright, he felt sure the imperial authorl- 
ties would recognize Canada’s right to regu- 
late that matter according to her own inter- 
ests. It was not difficultto demonstrate to 
English public men that in the present state of 
the copyright law in Canada, while prohibited 
from English copyright works, was open as a 
book mart to Amerioan pirates. 


Bismarck on Capital and Laber. 


BERLIN, Aug. 29.—Recently, while lunching 
with a party of gentlemen, some of whom 
were Swiss officiais, Prince Bismarck said that 
Swiss neutrality would berespected by Ger- 
many in case of war. The Prince, in discuss- 
ing the efforts of the government to arbitrate 
differences between capital and labor, said 
that while a policy of that kind might answer 
for Switzerland, it would not do for a 
monarchy. 


The Victorious Ameer of Cabul. 


LoxDox, Aug. 29.—A dispateh from Cal- 
cutta says that the Ameer of Cabul has re- 
turned in triumph to his capital after an ab- 
sence of two years, during which he has been 
engaged in subduing the rebels against his 
authority. He has treated the rebels with 
great severity and cruelty. All Afghanistan 
is now tranquil and subject tothe Ameer, his 
principal enemies being fugitives in Russian 
territory. 


The Newfoundland Trouble. 


LONDON, Aug. 29.—The Standard, comm ent- 
Ing on an article ig the Fortnic igh; Review upon 
Newfoundland by Fremier Whiteway and bis 
colleagues, says that no time ought to be lost 
in ascertaining difinitely what the French 
rights in the Newfoundland fisheries are and 
in purchasing thelr surrender by the metnod 
which Lord Salisbury has adopted so success- 
fully in an analogous case. : 


A Frontier Skirmish. 


Lovpox, Aug. 29.—A slight skirmish is re- 
ported to have taken place on the Asiatic 
frontier of Turkey betweensome Armenian 
troopsin the Russian service and a party of 
Kurds. The Kurds were driven back, after 
some firing, leaving several wounded on the 
eld. whom the Armenians immediately put to 
death.

CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 29.—Geronimo Pou, 
the Salvadorian Minister, says he has re- 
ceived no information of the signing of the 
treaty of peace by Ezeta and he does not be- 
love it has been signed. 


Foreign News in Brief, 


The London dock men have cabled 38, 000 to 
the striking Australian dock men. Many of 
the men who are able to do so have subscribed 
a shilling a day Instead of the shilling a week 
pledged by résolution of the union. 

Portugal has issued a note to the Powers 
protesting against the incorporation of the 
Lunda and Muatayamoo Territories by the 
Congo State.

IT WAS AN OUTRAGE

Republican State Convention. 


The Republican State Convention was con- 
cluded before 8 o’olock last evening after a 
rather exciting session. The nominees are 


Alexander W. Mullins of Linn County for 
Supreme Judge; James K. Merrifield of Se- 


dalia, Railroad and Warehouse Com missioner;- 


and Frank P. Seever of Newton County, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

The animated feature of the State gathering 
of Republicans was furnished by. the colored 
delegates, when they demanded at the hands 
ot the convention the indorsement of the 
Federal election bill. 

As was stated the colored delegates held a 
meeting after the noon recess was taken and 
decided to request the convention to insert a 
plank inthe platform declaring it to be the 
sentiment of the Republicans of Missouri that 
the billshould become a law. The demand 
proved to be a fire- brand and 
kept the delegates in an uproar 
for overan hour. Atthe meeting of the col- 
ored delegates N. OC. Crewe ot Kansas City 
was delegated to present the resolution and 
make the argument for its adoption. 

RATTLED THE CONVENTION. 

As soon as the as prepared by Matt G. 
Reynolds’ committee was adopted the resolu- 
tion was read as follows: 

Whereas, There has been a bill presented and 

assed the lower house of Congress, Known as the 
Lodge or Federal election bill, which we believe, it 
concurred in by the Senate, will guarantee honest 
elections in the south; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we heartily indorse the Federal 
election bill, and urge the Senate to ita immediate 
passage. 

At first the Convention seemed disposed to 
swallow the resolution, „r py after W. 
W. Morgan of Kansas City, Odin Guitar of 
Boone and Representative Jim Moore had 
bad made impassioned speeches favoring its 
adoption. They depicted, in blood-curdling 
terms, tne condition of the negroes in the 
South and said the Republican rty 
owed it to the race it nad 
emancipated to place the elections 
under such restrictions as to permit them to 
vote and have their ballots counted. 

8. H. Boyd of Springfield opnosed the reso- 
lution strongly, as did J. W. Fuerbach of St. 
Louls and J. H. Bothwell of Sedalia. Chair- 
man McGinnis, Matt G. Reynolds, Boss Filley 
and other leaders did not want the resolution 
adopted and viewed with some alarm 
the sentiment shown by the convention after 
Guitar’s address. The discussion was allowed 
torun on untila plan presented itself to get 
around the demand of the colored delegates. 
A substitute for tn 
adopted declaring 
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mittee, and wrote a very strong indorsement 
of the Federal administration throughout, 
which was adopted.

The Object te Secure the Passage of the 
Election Bill on the Reassembling of 
Congress—The Tariff Debate in the Sen- 
ate — Ericsson's Kemains—The Bot 
Sprivgs (Ark.)

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 29.—The resolution 
Introduced inthe Senate to-day by Mr. Ed- 
munds, providing fora recess of Congress 
from September 19to November 10, was sug- 
gested by the recent discussion of the possi- 
bility and of the political necessity of helding 
a special session of Congress to get the work 
of the Senate under way so that the Federal 
elections bill may be passed before March 4. 
It was introduced, however, without con- 
sultation with the leaders of the Republican 
party, and itis in no sense the result of 
party action or agreement. Some Republican 
Senators say that the resolution will never 
come to a vote. Democratic Senators say that 
this proposition isa violation of the agree- 
ment under 4hich the tariff bill is now being 
hurried through the Senate, which was that 
the Federal elections bill should not be con- 
sidered at this session of Congress. If Con- 
gress should take a recess till November 10 
the time between November 10 and the first 
Monday in December would be included in the 
first session of the Fifty-first Congress and any 
attempttobring the elections bill up at that 
time or to bring about a change in the rules 
under which the elections biligwill be disposed 
of would be regarded by some at least of the 
Democratic Senators as a violation of the 
agreement recently made. Senator Hoar,who 
ic jn charge of the election bill and whois 
anxious that it shall be passed, said to a re- 
porter this afternoon that he had not seen 
Mr. Edmunds’ resolution, and only knew by

Mr. Colquitt advocated Mr. McPherson's 
amendmeut and read an extract from a speech 
made by Mr. Benton in the Senate, half u 
century ago, against the salt tax, whicn he 
characterized as heartless and tyrannical, 
inéxerabie and omnipresent, which no econo- 
my could evade, no poverty shun, no priva- 
tion escape.’’ 

Mr. Hoar asked whether Mr. Benton had not

Regular Menthly EKeport, Shewing More 
Favorable Conditions Than Las: Year. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 29.—The regular 
monthly cotton crop report forthe Memphis 
District, which embraces West Tennessee, 
North Mississippi, North Arkansas and North 
Alabama, to be published to-day by Hill, Fon- 
taine & Co., will say: 

The weather during the month has in the 
main been favorable and 828 of our 388 corre- 


epondents report it much more favorable 
than last year for the same period. There are 
some complaints of drouth prevailing in sec- 
tions of Arkansas, while portions of Alabama 
and Tennessee report excessive rains. The 
plant, as a rule, is fruiting weil and re- 
taining its squares and bolis, although in a 
few localities of Arkansas report is made of 
shedding due to the drouth. Te pres- 
ent condition of the crop is very 
encouraging and it gives a brighter 
Promise of a full yield than has been our 
province tu chronicle for the past three years. 
Although reports are made of damage to 
the erop from sections in all of the four 
States, dne torust, blight and other causes, 
yet the percentage is very smalland in none 
of the States will exceed 6 per cent and in 
Mississippi it only amounts to 3 per cent. 
Picking will not become general throughout 
the district untilabout September 20. The 
rains of the past four days may possibly have 
added to the damage from this cause in 
Tennessee and Alabama, but they have not 
been general in their nature and in many 
localities will prove beneficial.

The report of Special Agent Mr. Charles H. 
Cooley on the street railways of various lead- 
ing cities ofthe country, to which reference 
was made in last evening’s Post-DISPATCH, 
credits St. Louls with having eighty-five 
miles of track in 1880 and an increase since 
then to 119 miles—whereas Mr. James Camp- 
bell’s statistics establish the fact that St.Louis 
bas 216.41 miles, every inch of which, with the 


exception of eighteen miles of narrow gauge 
road outto Florissant, is within the closely 
defined city limits. While Mr. Cooley’s 
report would indicate that St. Louis has only 
extended its street rallway systems thirty- 
four miles, there is abundant evidence, if one 
cures to look for it, that this eity has added 
sixty-two milestoits railway tracks within 
the past ten years, and every foot of the addi- 


tion has been made inside of the city limits.

) Mr. Cooley also sys that among the cities 
meine electric-power St. Louis has vut one 

ine operated by sucha system whereas it is 
well kuown thatthe Union Depot lines, and 
a very considerable portion of the Lindell 
Railway Co.’s lines are using electric systems 
with great satisfaction to the public. 

When it comes to cable roads the Govern- 
ment statistican says St. Lou’s has 21 miles of 
thatsystem. Nowthe People’s line has 10 
miles of cable, the Oable & Western, Locust 
street line, 6 miles; the Missouri, out Olive 
street, 9 miles, and the Citizens’, oo Easton 
avenue, 21 miles, making a total 46 miles of 
cabie roads all within the corporate limits of 
the city of st. Louls. Philadelphia is reported 
first in the number of miieage, Boston second, 
Chicago third, New York fourth and then 
comes St. Louis, according to Uncle Sam’s 
enumerator.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 29.—Dr. John Sack- 
ville, said to bea full cousin of Sir Lionel 
Sackvilie-West, the late English Minister to 
this country, is now in the Allegheny County 
Work-house serving a twenty days’ term for 
being drunk ana disorderly. Dr. Sackville 
lived at Washington, Pa. He came to Pitts 
burg last week to have a good time and sue- 


ceeded in being arrested three different times. 
Twice he fines, but the third time 
he had no money and was sent to 
the Work-house. There came to Wash 
ington, Pa., twenty-one years ago last spring, 
a man evidently in greatly reduced circuim- 
stances, but bearing every indication of being 
a person of education and refinement. He 
gave his name as Dr. John Sackville, and, 
witb the exception of his statement that he 
was a citizen of England, this was all that 
was known of him. Dr. Sackville began the 
practice of medicine, and, in spite of the 
mystery surrounding him, built up a large 
practice. Several years later Dr. Sackville 
married Anne Vester, who was many years 
his junior. Six children have been born to 
them. From the time of his marriage until 
Sackville’s life was unevent- 

went quietiy along attend- 

his practice, which would 

been highly lucrative had his 

bills been properly collected. A remarkable 
change cameé over him eurly in 1888. He began 
drinking beavily, and in addition his mind 
seemed to be giving away. He sank rapidly 
from the position of a successful physician to 
the most eccentric and besotted character of 
his town. During the successful period of his 
life Dr. Sackville never referred to his aristo- 
cratic English connections, and only has 
spoken of tiem vaguely when in his cups 
daring the past two years. That his claims 
are true is attested by his wife, who yester- 
day exhibited correspondence verifying them. 


LEFT HER WITH THE PREZEACBER, 


A Wealthy Californian Pursues and Over- 
hauls His Runaway Wife. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 29.—For a month past 
a strikingly handsome man and woman, with 
two little boys, have been living in a rented 
room at 9 Granger street. They gave the 
names of Mr. and Mrs. Geo. M. Sanborn, and 
the man obtained employment in a book 
store. Tuesday J. T. Ricks, a wealthy 
citigen of Eureka, Cal., arrived here and ob- 
tained the services of a detective to 
find his runaway wife and two children 


whom he had traced to this city in company 
with a Congregational minister named San- 
bern. Hicks says that Sanborn went to 
Eureka early in 1889, was appointed pastor of 
the Congregational society, built a fine new 
church and was very popular. Four months 
ago Mrs. Ricks started for Reno to visit 
friends, taking the children with her.

The Cruel Treatment of an Insane Sen by a 
Fennsylvania Farmer. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 29.—Dr. Henry M. 
Wethrell, Secretary of State Committee on 
Lunacy of the Board of Public Charities, has 
just returned from a visit to the western part 
of the State during which,near Franklin, 
Venago County, he discovered a revolting 
case of cruel treatment bv a father of bis crazy 


son. He found a 8 emaciated, pale- 
faced man, with thin beard and unkempt hair, 
covered by agrimy remnantofa woman's 
calico skirt in the house of a farmer 
named Young. Fastened about his waist 
next to the skin, wus a thick leather belt, to 
which was attached a strong iron chain about 
eight feet long, held by a staple driven in the 
window-casing. The unfortunate was George 
Young, 28 years old. Beneath the window 
was a hard wooden settee, his only bed. The 
floor was worn in grooves, about which the 
poor fellow daily walked his weary way. 
Since his 12th year he had been so confined. 
When Z years old he was seized with acute 
pneumonia, and his mind became hopelessly 
shattered.

THE UNION VETERAN LEGION TO BAR OUT 
MANY G. 4. R. MEN. 


The New Organization Which Is Now Excit- 
ing Much Interest Among Old Seldiers— 
The National Headquarters ia St. Louls— 
Dr. Read, the National Commander, 
Tells Why the Legien Was Organized. 


URING the recent 
[_) sationat Encamp- 

ment of the G. A. B. 
in Boston, frequent press 
dispatehes were sent out 
relative to the alleged 
rivalry between the Union 
Veteran Legion and the 
Grand Army of the Re- 
public. The reports of a 
rivairy were apparently 
circulated by members of the G. A. R. who 
are not members of the Legion, and who, 
perhaps, were not eligible to membership. 
Recently the Boston papers were full of the 
matter, and published interviews with omeers 
ot the G. A. R. giving their views on the other 
organization. 

The national headguarters of the Legion are 
in St. Louis, and Dr. J. 8. Read of 1518 Chou. 
teau avenue is the National Commander. The 
headguarters are located at Seventeenth and 
Pine streets, in the G. A. R. Armory. Arthur 
Dreifus is Adjutant-Generai of the Legion. 

In their efforte to increase the membership 
of the order and extend the influence of the 
Legion, a circular was sent out from this city 
a short time ago. The circular gave the rea- 
sone for the founding of the order and its 
plans. In the circular the objects of the asso- 
ciation were stated in substance as follows: 


The objects of the new association are: The 
cultivation of true devotion to American 
government and institutions; the moral, so- 
cial and intellectual improvement of its mem- 
pers and their relief, and the relief of their

widows and orphane in sickness and distress; 
the preservation of friendly relations among 
those who fought for the safety of the Amerti- 
cau Union; by the personal example and in- 
fluence of its members to perpetuate the 
three great principles of fraternity, charity 
and patriotism, and to promote the interests 
of humanity; and, all interests being equal, 
to give preference to its members in all bust 
ness relations, and to assist them, as far as 
possibie, In all honorable ways. 

These ideas follow closely the objects of all 
veteran associations, whether national or 
regimental, but itis in the membership that 
the Union Veteran Legion difters essentially 
from other associations, Those eligible to 
membership are: Officers, soldiers, sailors 
and marines of the Union army, navy and 
marine corps during the war of the rebellion, 
who volunteered prior to July 1, 1868, for a 
term of three years and were honorably dis- 
charged for any cause after a service of at 
least two continuous years, or were at any 
time discharged by reason of wounds re- 
ceived in the line of duty; but no drafted per- 
son, nor substitute, nor any one who has at 
any time borne arms against the United States 
is eligible. One exception ie made to cover 
cases of a large number of two-year regiments 
in New York and several other States, that 
were mustered into the service of the United 
States prior to July 22, 1861. and therefore this 
clause appears as parenthetical to the above 
article quoted from the constitution of the as- 
sociation: ‘*‘Excepting those who voluntered 
for aterm oftwo years prior to July 22, 1861, 
and served their full term of enlistment, unless 
discharged for wounds received in the line of 
duty. 

Mr. Tilisettiof Boston explaigs the rea- 
sons for the founding of the order as _ fol- 
lows: . 

„„For a long time many G. A. R. men wh 
volunteered early in the war and served three 
or four years had been dissatisfied with the 
proceedings ofthe organization. They felt that 
their long service entitied them to a better 
representation than they were enjoying, and 
many stayed away from all meetings of the 
organization. Their main cause of dis- 
sension was the growing power of the 
men who served three months, and the fact 
that they, Who volunteered without any hope 
of pay, were classed in the same general rank 
with those who secured a bounty when they 
enlisted and were really soldiers for the 
money to be thus secured. Such thoughts as 


these, said Mr. Fiisetti, ‘‘bred discord, ard 
soon some three year soldiers began to talk 
among themselves of formin mn association 
from which the three months’ man and the 
soldier who received bounty should be ex- 
cluded. ’’ 

The organization was started and was soon 
in a flourishing condition. There are now 
seVenty-one encampments, with more in the 

rocess of formation. The total membership 
8s about 6, 000. 

Dr. Read, the National Commander, was

A LITTLE GIRL’S BRAVE ACT. 


Constance Ivory Griffin. Rescued Frem 
Drownisg By Fidelia Bowles. 


A very dangerous and almost fatal accident 
occurred yesterday afternoon at Forest Park, 
and one which developed a little heroine in 
St. Louis. A little girl, 9 years of ase, saved 
another of II years from drowning. Little 
Constance Ivory Griffin had gone with a party 
of children under the charge of Mrs. M. Andre 
Bowles to Forest Park on a pleasure trip. 


About 8o’clock the little girl, who is very 
fond of flowers, was on the top a high em- 
bankment overlooking the most dangerous 
part of the river past the Sixth bridge. Whilst 
stooping to pluck a golden rod, the 
child lost her balance and was precipitated 
with violence down the embankment and into 
the river, ber bead first striking the water. 
She 8 sank. Some ohildren near 
. seeing her danger, called for help; but 
like a flash little Fidella Bowles, the 10-year- 
old little daughter of Mr. M. Andre Bowles, 
tne well-known commission merchant, sprang 
down the embankment and inte the river, 
catcbing the drowning child as she rose to 
the eurface and holding herself to an over- 
twig. She threw her arm 
about the waist of the ehlid 

who had fainted and lay a dea 

weight in her arms,the burden being great, as 
the almost lifeless child is large for her age 
and the little rescuer is a very small child. 
She clung bravely to her, huwever, keeping 
the head above water and whispering words 
of encouragement all the time. Some children 
near by called loudly for help, and a gentie- 
man and some ladies passing by heard the 
screams. The gentieman saw the danger and 
fortunately had a rope in the carriage which 
he threw to the little saver, who managed 
with one hand te fasten the rope about 
the waist of the little girl she supported, 
holding on to the twig at the same time. 
The child was drawn to safety and then the 
little heroine was conyeyed tothe shore. At 
first they supposed the child she saved was 
dead, but she was placed immediately under 
the strictest care and resuscitated. Several 
ladies wrapped her if carriage blankets, ap - 
plied’ saits and other restoratives and wine 
Was poured down her throat as stimulative. 
She was with great difficulty restored to con- 
sciousness, though she continued and Is still 
very weak. The little heroine who saved 
her life at the ris of her 
own had a regular triumpbal march 
through the park. The gentleman who came 
Only in time to resue both children deciares 
a moment longer and either one, or both 
would have been lost. The news of the accl- 
Gent created great excitement inthe park 
and was the theme of the afternoon. The 
watchman deciares that the accident occurred 
in the only dangerous piace of the river and 
he does not see how the child escaped drown- 
ing. Littly Fidelia Bowles, the pretty child 
heroine, bore ber praises ve modestiy. 
The child who was so nearly whed was 
driven to the residence of her grand-motber, 
Mrs. John C. Ivory, 513 Ware avenue, anda 
neighborin physicians ummoned, who is 
sanguine of her escaping any serious results 
trom the accident.

When time was called for the sixth 
Bowman came up groggy, and a heavy blow 
on the head put him to sleep, and Maher was 
declared the victor. 

Alf Bowman, referred toin the above dis- 
patch, isone of several men who claim the 
middleweight championship of England. Ted 
Pritehard and Toff Wall and others style 
themselves champion middleweight of En- 
gland, and recently Jack Burke, who was 
formerly claimed as a lighter heavyweight, 
has also laid claim to the title. Nevertheless 
Alf Bowman is rated one of the greatest mid- 
dieweight fighters in Engiand, and by many is 


egarded as the champion of that class. 
aher, by hie easy defeat of him, must take a 
high rank among the middleweights of Great 
Britain and stamps himself as a great fighter. 


Ealvater’s Great Performance,

a 4% seconds better than Ten Broeck’s record 
and 3% seconds better than the time made by 
Raveioe. It wae on May 24, 1877, 
at Louisville, Ky., that Ten Broeck 
made his great record of a mile in 1:39%. The 
record was made inatrial against time, the 
great Kentucky stallion, who was then 5 years 
of age, carrying 110 pounds. It was the first 
time a mile was ever run below 1:40 and the 
record bas stood unequaled for over thirteen 

ears. It was beaten finally at the Monmouth 

ark meeting just closed, when Ravaloe, a 3- 
year-old colt, in a race ran a mile in 1:39. On 
account of the latter record being made ona 
straight track, where the falling of the flag 
can be seen with difficulty from the timer’s 
stand, considerable doubt bas always existed 
as to its accuracy, for the timers could easily 
bave made a mistake of a half or turee- 
quarters of asecond in catching the start. 
Salvator yesterday knocked so many seconds 
off the time, however, that there can 
be no question about the long-stand- 
ing record of Phacton’s great son hav- 
ing been finally beaten. But Ten Broeck 
made his record on an oval track, 
while Salvator ran yesterday on a straight 
rack, which wasadecided advantage in his 
favor. While this may make a difference of 
as much as 2 or possibly even 8s., 
it would scarcely make the great differ- 
ence of 4%s. Under the circumstances 
Salvator’s performance must be considered 
the more remarkabie. Another thing which 
makes his performance rate over that of Ten 
Broeck’s is that Salvator is only 
a 4-year-old, and therefore lacks one 

ear of the age of maturity, which is 5 years. 

en Broeck had reached that age when he 
made his record, and under racing rules a 5- 
year-old has to concede weight to a year- 
old, therefore the great son of Prince Charile 
and Salina was carrying more weight than the 
Kentucky stallion when the question of age is 
considered. 

Isaac Murphy, Salvator’s regular jockey, 
could not ride the horse because he had been 
suspended until after the Sheepshead Bay 
meeting for his performance in appearing on 
the track drunk Tuesday when he rode Firen- 
Ei. Martin Bergen was placed in the saddle. 
Rosette and Namouna were the pacemakers. 
The latter went to the post and set the run- 
ning for the firstihalf mile. Bergen got Salva- 
tor well under way and when the starting 
post was reached the gallant chestnut was 
coming like the whirlwind. Namouna started 
ten lengths ahead of him, but when the half 
mile post was reached was twenty lengths be- 
hind.

COUNCILMEN KICK BECAUSR HE DRAWS A 
FIREMAN’S Ply. 


How He Was Appeinted and Hew He Earns 
His Money—Both Sides of the Story—A 
Half Holiday on Monday—The Council 
To-Night—Her Husband Deserted Her 
When Did It Die? 


Several members of the Council are making 
considerable capital of a fact which has just 
reached them and are railing at the Mayor in 
very emphaticterms. The case which is now 
causing the disturbance ls the appointment 
of Michael Doran as a regular member of tne 
Fire Department, as which be is now drawing 
pay. Doran was appointed on July 9, ana 
before and since that time has been driving 
the Mayor’scarriage. He is detailed for that 
service, and is always subject tothe call of the 
Mayor. He ranks as fireman at engine- 
honse No. 28, on Vandeventer avenue and 
Morgan street. The Councilmen ia question 
say that the Mayor has no right under any ex- 
isting law to put a man on the oity pay roll 
and then use him for his own private pur- 
poses. 

Mayor Noonan was seen and explained the 
situation as follows: ‘‘I cannot afford to 
keep two vehicles and two horses as lam 
compelled to do because ot the business of 
the office and, under the condition ofthe 
charter, the Chief Executive of the city should 
be provided with every facility to aid bim in 
the discharge of his duty. Under the law for 
the Police Board, the commissioners can pro- 
cure anything necessary forthe execution of 
their duties, 

**I provide the city for the use of the Mayor 
two horses and two vehicles and ask them ia 
return to pay foradriver. He is a competent 
man and knows the city thoroughly. He 
drove Mayor Francis and Mayor Ewing and is 
of the greatest assistance to mein my work.

A BPOBT ON THE RAMPAGE, 


He Forcibly Enters a Lady’s Bed-Reom 
and Brutally Beate Her. 


ASBURY Park, N. J., Aug. 29.—A Washing- 
ton sport, who gives hisname as Ed Jones, 
the owner of a string of running horses, 
created a sensation early Wednesday morning 
by fercing an entrance into the cottage of 
Mrs. Engard, corner of Heck street and 6ec- 
ond avenue, and demanding to see one of the 
lady boarders.

and broke open three ved-rooms before dis.

The pane! of the door opening into 
her room was smashed into splinters. Once 
in the room and in the presence of the lady 
Jones commenced a brutal attack upon her, 
black ing ber eyes and otherwise ill treating 
her. The police were telephoned for, and be- 
fore Jones could make his escape officers ap- 
peared and arrested him. The other ladies 
whose rooms were broken into be- 
came hysterical and are now  iabor- 
ing under seyere mental strain. The scan- 
dal occasioned by Jones’ escapade is 
now the talk of the town. The lady 
whom Jones assauited is a married 
woman and was forced to leave for home in a 
badly maimed condition on the early morning 
train, heavily veiled owing to the notoriety 
given the affair. The proprietress of the cot- 
tage is a most estamabie lady and feels most 
keenly the disgrace occasioned by the fel- 
low’s brutal intrusion. After remaining in 
the lock-up half the night, the offender was 
taken to the office of Justice Wyckoff 
in the early morning hours and 
liberated upon paying a fine of $15 and costes.

A DESPERATE SUICIDE, 


Henry Schnell Shoots Himself and Then 
Rips Himself Open With a Knife. 


Shortly after 10 o’clock this morning 
residents and pedestrians in the vicinity of 
Jefferson avenue and Albion place saw an 
under-sized and poorly dressed old man 
standing on a vacant lot at the northeast 
corner of the junction. Suddenly 
the stranger drew an old fashioned 


murzle- loading pistol from his inside coat 
pocket, carefully raised the trigger, adjusted 
the cap and placed the weapon to his breast. 
One instant later a shot rang out and the man 
fell. No sooner was be down then he com- 
menced to cut into his abdomen with a 
small pocket knife which he bad 
in his left hand. The wound 
in his brenst was A fatal 
one, however, and before any person bad 
reached his side the suicide bad breathed his 
last. The pistol and knife lay by his side. 

The deceased is supposed to be one Henry 
Schnell. There was buf one article found on 
his person whieh weuld serve in any way 
as a means of identification. This 
was a nete addressed to Henry 
Sebnell and signed by his daughter, Mrs. 
Caroline Marcus, who is supposed to live at 
1851 Seath Eleventh street. Other articies 
consisted of a tobacco bag, asmall pipe, sev- 
eral keys and match box. No money was 
fovad. The body is now at the Morgue, 
awaiting positive identification. The deceased 
was about 63 years old and heavy in build. 
He bas a short gray beard and is dressed ina 
suit of working clothes. The pistol used was 
in all probability charged with shot, and the 
contents of the weapon tore a hole some three 
inches in diameter in his chest. The weapon, 
too, was badly broken by the shock. 


QUICKSILVER MINING, 


The Repert of the Census Bureau on This 
Indastry Issued. 


The statistics concerning quicksilver pre- 
pared for the eleventh census have been com- 
plied, and the report has been issued by 
the Superintendent of the Census. The 
quicksilver mines of this country are 
almost exclusively confined to Cal- 
ifornia, which produced’ 26,464 flasks 


or 2,024,496 pounds in 1889. Oregon giving a 
total of only twenty fasks. In 1888, 33,250 
fiasks were produced. The higbest price op- 
tained during the year was $50 per flask, and 
the lowest $40, the average being $45. This 
would make the total value of the quicksilver 
product $1,195,500. To produce this cost 
$881,401, whieh gives a profit of $309,099, the 
difference between average cost and average 
selling price being §11.69 per flask. Among 
quicksilver producing countries the United 
States ranks second during the last deoade, 
the tetal product during that period having 
been 407,675 fasks. From the Almolien mine, 
in Spain, 485,939 flasks were produced, the 
total foreign -output being 685,936 flasks, 
and the total for the world 1,093,611. 
Of the United States’ output for ten years 
2,000 fasks came from Oregon, and 200 from 
Utah, the rest being from California. Quick- 
silver was first mined inthis country in 1850, 
and since that time 1,544,844 flasks have been 
produced, valued at $69,258,000. During the 
last decade the price has risen sharply, the 
quotation for the past year, $45, being the 
highest reached.

New Tonk, Aug. 29.—A special to the Sun 
from San Francisco says: The misappropria- 
tion of $2,000,000 belonging to the Hale 4 
Norcross stockholders was directly charged 
in writing by one of them Wednesday. Many

EAST ST. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE, 


A Cressing Watchman Crushed Under a 
Moving Train—News Notes. 


Patrick Ryan, a watchman in the employ of the 
Belt Railroad, who was stationed on Front street, 
was run over at his post by a freight train about 
10 a m. to-day and fatally injured.
